NAIRYLAND is that charming shop at 271 rue Saint- 


Honoré in Paris where, on the sidewalk level, you see 
some of the most beautifully embroidered linens to be 
found in the world and where, above, there is a salon to 
which smart French and American children go to have 
clothes made to their mothers’ order and to their own mea- 
sure. It is the latter phase of the shop with which this sketch 
is more particularly concerned, since Fairyland is one of the 
three maisons de haute couture of Paris devoted exclusively 
to the making of children’s dresses and to the originating of 
children’s styles. There are no other such houses in the world. 
Except that it maintains no corps of mannequins, 
Fairyland is the grand dressmaking establishment brought 
down to diminutive dimensions. It has its regular collections, 
its regular seasonal “openings,” and a clientele hailing from 
almost every country in the world—Americans, Central and 
South Americans, and French predominating. But one must 
except England across the Channel. England specializes in 
and originates its own dress styles for children. 

While, outwardly, there is much similarity between a 
children’s dressmaking house such as Fairyland and an 
adult house, inwardly, there are profound differences both 
in the creation of models and in the contact with the clientele. 
In observing these differences, one comes upon some interest- 
ing side-lights on style and human nature, too. According to 
Monsieur Marcel Blume, who founded Fairyland in 1905, 
it is a more difficult thing to make clothes for children than 
it is for grown-ups. 

Monsieur Blume points out that children’s styles always 
follow the mode for women in its general features. That is, 
when women have a low waist- line, so do children. When

women’s skirts lengthen, children’s skirts also tend to be- 
come longer. It is in the details within the silhouette that 
originality must be shown. 

Good designers of children’s clothes are rare and are 
among the most highly paid people in the couture of Paris. 
The children’s designer must watch, not only the world of 
smart women, but the world of chic children, as well. Ma- 
dame Boissin, the chief designer for Fairyland, goes to the 
races, the theatre, and all the other fashionable gathering 
places, just as any other designer does, to watch trends of 
fashion; but, in addition, she must keep her eye upon the 
guignols along the Champs-Elysées and upon the hop- 
scotch courts drawn in the trottoir of the avenue du Bois. 

Price is a curious thing in children’s clothes. Sometimes, 
a small-statured mother who has just come from a fitting 
of her gown in an adult establishment will bring a daughter 
to Fairyland who is physically bigger than herself; and, yet, 
she expects to get the daughter’s dress—made in the materials 
of the master weavers of France and with full originality 
and distinction in its design—for one-quarter the price of 
her own gown. She expects to get it for this, and she does, 
for she will not pay more. 

Incidentally, mothers are always willing to pay more for 
baby dresses than for those of any other age of childhood. 
Of course, there is a sound reason behind this trait of human 
nature. The baby’s dress is a piece of beautifully embroidered 
linen, which will remain a family treasure to be passed on 
to future babies; whereas, a dress for an active tot of seven 
will not last longer than a season. 

So far as style goes, an American child cliente of Fairy- 
land is regarded as being two years older than a French 
child of the same age. This is partly because American chil- 
dren are physically bigger than French children, but more 
because of the taste of American mothers. The extremely short 
skirt for children has never been as popular in America as 
it is in Paris. Monsieur Blume, however, prefers the short 
skirt, asserting that long legs make the line of the dress 
prettier. 

There is delicious excitement to be found in the little 
Directoire salon of Fairyland. To have models spread out 
before the child and her mother, finally to make a choice, to 
be measured and fitted—just as mother is—, and, at last, to 
witness the arrival of the chic little motor van bearing the 
long-expected box—could anything be more satisfying than 
that to a true child of Paris?

ENTLY in the hand of time, the kaleidoscope of fashion is turned; the vision 
is shaken, then distorted, then wholly broken up, and the gay pieces move in 
chaos. Time holds his hand, and the pieces resettle themselves, take on their 

new aspect, and the mode of the broken line is revealed. 


HE straight, sleek coiffure atop the figure has given place to diagonal brush- 

ing, though still following and revealing the form of the head. The wave, 
rather than attempting to be an end in itself, leaves the hair to its own resources up to 
a point, and then gives a twist or a curl, and the broken line is achieved.

To do this, we must seek the coun- 
try and the perfect accord of its silences. As 
says Master Francois Villon, 


“At Christmas time, when the nights freeze in, 
When the wild wolves starve on the wind, 
Then cold folk hug the hearth in reason 
Shivering at home this bitter season. . . .” 


We gather together, reunited, the genera- 
tions mingled, oldand young, activeand passive, 
drawn into the same circle of time and space 
under the sheltering wing of home happiness, 
and we lend a sensitive ear to old refrains com- 
ing from an unknown elsewhere. We shall, per- 
haps, catch sight of a pleasant ghost or two. 
For many centuries, and many added years, 
we have known the blessed Tidings of Good 
Will, the Promise of Peace; perhaps, we dis- 
count the divine mystery, but we have at least 
twenty-four hours to live on hope—we, the 
Shepherds; we, the Magi; we, the Kings. But

the practical “we” are  over- 
whelmed with fatigue, presents, 

and good things of all sorts. In 

fact, Christmas deprived of its 

poetry, is, of all fétes, the most 

trying to the patience of mothers 

and the digestion of children! 

From the middle of December, prepara- 
tions are energetically begun. The festivity 
is equally important in Paris or in the coun- 
try, but with the simple surrounding of a 
family house, in perfect relation with the 
humble roofs of the village, with an earth 
that has become snow-bound and the blue 
vault of a sky that is sown with stars, its 
character is at once more striking, intimate, 
and sweet. The children are at home for the 
holidays, which complicates everything! They 
are, of course, joyously suspicious that great 
events are being organized. Before the doors 
of these secrets, the elders stand guard. At 
the end of the drawing-room towers the 
Christmas-tree, a green fir chosen with loving 
care out of the park, and installed with an 
infinity of trouble. But the drawing-room is 
no longer a drawing-room; it is a workshop. 


THE PRELUDE 


There are nuts to be gilded, oranges to 
be decorated, candles to be attached, dolls 
to be dressed, boxes to be opened, tops, 
figurines, all sorts of delicious odds and ends 
to be fastened on by the dozen. The beautiful 
dark branches hang gently down. To attain 
the topmost height and throw over the 
whole those brilliant threads of tinsel called 
“Angel’s hair,’ fathers and grandfathers 
mount on step-ladders. Punchinellos, bright 
balls, glittering trifles, toys, and knickknacks 
of all kinds are hooked on the tree, but 
displayed upon a table are games worthy of 
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the name, and, I beg you to believe, entirely 
and completely modern! They have been 
sought in Paris, found, and brought back. If 
novelties could not be discovered, one would 
have had to create them. As it is, they have 
been unearthed here and there, the stuffed, 
unbreakable Teddy-bear, the “funny faces” 
guaranteed not to terrify, the round-ended 
scissors, the safety guns, the model motors, 
the wonderful trains, the mechanical con- 
traptions that never lose their charm! There 
are enough of them to drive one mad! Who 
talks of the depopulation of France? At 
Christmas time, the long list of babies whom 
one weuld like to please, village children, 
children of relations, friends, and ‘acquain- 
tances, grown-up children and grandchildren, 
elongates itself, one might think, to infinity. 


THE CURTAIN RISES 


But best of all is the real drama of 
Christmas played beside the warm rays of 
the fire. On the twenty-fourth of December, 
after dinner, everybody comes in procession 
to the hearth and places there their boots, 
shoes, slippers, mules, and sandals. Oh, tiny 
baby socks, elegant pointed heels, and great, 
gaping brogues, what a quadrille you may be 
having this evening when the room is yours; 
what a silent minuet, what a scampish 
Charleston, what round dances, what a rol- 
licking polka! 

And, now, retirement for all; mysterious 
watching. Shall we live through this prodigious 
Eve? The excited children refuse to go to 
sleep. Kneeling upright in their little beds, 
their noses glued against the white bars, they 
wait in innocent anguish of impatience for 
an unearthly visitor whom they will not see; 
the golden-haired Infant Christ in a long 
nightgown, Santa Claus, or Father Christmas 
with his basket full of toys, or old Pére 
Fouettard, accompanied, alas, by a bundle of 
rods—which I verily believe are no longer 
in existence. 

In the meantime, down-stairs, by the lamp 
and the fire, relighting the candles as they 
flicker down, the family group of elders wait 
for twelve o'clock. It is long, this between- 
times, but not without its charm. The clock 
seems slow, hearts are perhaps overfull, 
legs and arms a little stiff. There! At last! 
Now we may start for the three midnight 
masses. The night outside, all silver and 
black, is like a modern picture, like an old 
engraving. Nature shines resplendent. The 
high houses appear to draw aside for the 

rocession of the faithful, pious and hurried. 
The earth is frozen hard and rings under the 
heels. The moon and the stars smile and 
sparkle; the shadows stretch far. Now, the 
bells peal! The old sexton has hard work to 
pull the ropes. The organ plaintively intones 
an ancient air. And so have things been since 
the world was the world! 


THE VOICE OF CHRISTMAS 


“I have been thinking of you,” wrote Ma- 
dame de Sévigné to her daughter, Madame de 
Grignan, “on this Christmas Eve. I see you 
among the Blue Nuns (at the Convent des 
Annonciades, near the old Hétel Carnavalet ) 
while we are in the utter tranquillity of our 
chapel here. At the church in town, the 
music is always the same, touching, but 
discordant. I have listened to it,” continues 
Madame de Sévigné, who sang by ear, “and 
never did I hear such sounds before.” 


To recount all of the old customs of this 
dear day would take too long. Musical cus- 
toms—Christmas “catches,” religious or pop- 
ular, of the twelfth and the eighteenth cen- 
tury; satirical carols of the seventeenth 
century, couplets where discreet fun was 
made of the court, the town, and their love- 
affairs. Then, national customs, English above 
all, Italian, Canadian, Rhenish, and Austrian. 
In Great Britain, the good folk go from door 
to door all night long, singing their Christmas 
carols. The little Roumanians do likewise. 
In Austria, the dead are not forgotten; their 
graves are visited, and, in the country church- 
yards, each tomb boasts its proud little tree, 
illuminated and radiant. And Mistral, in his 
memoirs, tells us some of the rites observed 
in his sweet Provence. 


IN OLD PROVENCE 


“For us,” he says, “the greatest féte was 
that of Christmas Eve. To our farm came 
the poor wretches who had no family, and 
sometimes, also, relatives—lonely old bach- 
elors, perhaps—arrived at nightfall, saying, 
‘Good cheer, cousins, we have brought our 
Christmas appetite to your table.’ Cheer- 
fully, all together, we went to seek the Yule 
log which, by tradition, must be the trunk of 
a fruit-tree. We dragged it to the farmhouse, 
all in line, the oldest at one end, I, the young- 
est born, at the other. Three times we carried 
the log round the kitchen, then, stopping be- 
fore the door of the room where the hearth- 
fire was to burn, my father solemnly broke a 
bottle of mulled wine over the tree trunk, 
saying, “To joy and gladness.’ The log was 
placed upon the andirons, and we all sat down 
to table. Instead of the lamp, three candles 
were burned that day, and, if the wick end 
turned towards any one by chance, it was 
considered an unlucky sign. In a small plate, 
a blade of wheat pushed up greenly, the grain 
of which had been put in water on Saint Bar- 
bara’s day to’make it germinate. Upon the 
great white table-cloth appeared dishes sacred 
to the season: snails, to be picked out of their 
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shells by a long new nail in the hands of each 
of us; fried codfish, mullet with olives whit 
beets and artichokes, peppered celery fol. 
lowed by oil-cakes, dried raisins, nougat a ; 
ples, and, above all, the Christmas loaf, which 
could only be divided after a quarter of it 
had been given to the first beggar who 
passed.” 


THE CHRISTMAS BOARD 


For the general public to-day, Réveillon 
the Christmas Eve supper, is the great event, 
The fine restaurants of Paris and its environs 
know another, that of New Year. “Reéveillon” 
means, not revelry, but pleasant gaiety. Here 
all the world sups and sups twice. Imagine 
the menus of these repasts! Think for a mo- 
ment of the majestic troops of geese, the 
quantities of turkeys, the infinite procession 
of ducks, the crowd of chickens, which these 
festivals imply! How many feathers, wings 
livers are in evidence; how many ranges, 
spits, and scullions are employed! And one 
must not forget bouillons, fish, truffles 
bombes, candied fruits, petits fours, and mar- 
rons. No rules of abstinence hold. Fie upon 
weak natures, contemptible constitutions— 
had you not Gaulish ancestors? Pour out the 
good wine quickly; the wine of Champagne, 
which teaches every foot to dance, which 
heightens genius and embellishes beauty. 
Without its sparkle, you may possibly make a 
decent dinner—never a gay supper. 


AN ANCIENT CUSTOM 


Reaching home again, one passes under the 
smooth, white, perfect sprays of hanging 
“mistletoe” and finds new masses of flowers, 
more sky-scrapers of bonbon boxes. These are 
your especial presents, Madame, modern evi- 
dences of an ancient usage that goes back to 
the first ages of warlike Rome and is perpet- 
uated with us to-day. 

We know from Dangeau how, in the seven- 
teenth century, on a certain thirty-first of 
December, “that evening at the House of 
Madame de Maintenon, the maids of honour 
of Madame la Duchesse de Bourgogne caused 
to be brought in a great trunk filled with the 
gifts they were taking to the princess for the 
New Year. The King took the trouble to have 
it entirely unpacked and, having inspected 
everything, declared he found the presents 
very well chosen.” 

Later, Madame du Deffand sent her great 
friend, the Duchesse de Choiseul, when wish- 
ing her Happy New Year, apples and marrons 
full of surprises. 

To the egoists that we have become, 
Christmas day and New-year’s day count 
among the rare moments when, in the depths 
of our hearts, an ambitious, exclusive, some- 
times pretentious self gives way, and 2 better 
one takes its place, one who wishes well, not 
only to humanity at large, but, perhaps, to 
beasts, birds, plants, and near-by mortals. We 
rediscover, at this Christmas season, that to 
do good, to be generous, is both easy and 
pleasant.

She left the 
Riviera and her villa outside 
of Cannes as late as possible, 
for Viola is an_ intelligent 
woman who ignores the dic- 
tates of any fashion that does 
not make for the greatest 
beauty, comfort, and pleasure 
of its followers. Therefore, she stayed South 
till the coolness of night and morning had 
taken the harshness out of blazing days and 
until that Paradise was deserted by its duller 
inhabitants. She would not let herself be 
driven forth until she had added to the sum 
of her experiences that one of mellow south- 
ern autumn, when soft coloured mists hang 
upon the rocking masts of ships in harbour 
after tea, and the great humps of Estérel are 
dark and heavy with a new rich beauty, un- 
dreamed of in the bright dog-days. 

But, again, Viola knows when she has had 
enough and does not outstay the welcome 
that the sunshine so obviously accorded her, 
a welcome that is revealed in the clear tan 
that has pigmented her fine, fair skin. It is a 
tan that was never achieved via the painful 
stages of sun scorch and blisters, but filtered 
evenly and kindly through Patou’s gentle 
“Huile de Chaldée.” Besides, Viola is not one 
of the “I’ll tan, or I’ll die for it” Riviera sect, 
who must spend every moment lying on the 
open, overcrowded beach until every exposed 
surface is a painful scarlet. In this as in other 
matters, Viola shows restraint. She lies in 
the sun hardly at all, at first; gradually and 
scientifically increases the dose as her skin 
becomes responsive to the new conditions; 
and varies her lounging with expert aquaplan- 
ing behind her fast motor-boat “La Pimpolaise”’. 

Now that she is back in Paris, she has no 
sun wounds to hide, but, on the contrary, a 
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particularly lovely and glowing skin to reveal. 
This she does in her inimitably telling, yet 
unostentatious way by wearing a Lanvin eve- 
ning gown of off-white taffeta (the one that 
is shown in the sketch on the opposite page). 
With its striking décolletage softened by tulle 
and its trailing skirt, tulle edged, it is a 
subtle harmony in which her new personal 
attribute, that clear tanned skin, sounds the 
predominant note. Pure white, she says in 
her soft, indifferent way, is brittle or bridal; 
and this taffeta is neither, having that faint 
suggestion of intangible colour that provokes 
and yet rests the eye. 


THE WISDOM OF VIOLA PARIS 


We might mention here that Viola’s atti- 
tude towards dress is more interesting than 
that of most women, because it is not her 
only interest. As the Picassos, Modiglianis, 
Utrillos, and Matisses on the walls of her 
house is the rue de Varenne proclaim, she 
knows a good piece of work when she sees 
it in other than costume spheres. And who 
of those who have learned to look at pictures, 
she asks, can help being conscious that the 
quality which distinguishes good art from in- 
different will also, in its own way, distinguish 
good from merely expensive clothing? Viola 
prefers to consult not the fashion, her friends, 
her vendeuses, or her bank-book till she has 
consulted her own mirror, and that is why she 
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achieves what she calls “‘com- 
position” in her clothes and 
why her many slavishimitators 
are so inevitably unsuccessful. 

She will avoid vivid reds 
and purples while her. tan 
lasts, and she is never guilty 
of wearing those pasty pas- 
tels, which, thinking to achieve 
an effect of youthful softness, 
only succeed in making a saccharine impres- 
sion. That is not to say that Viola despises 
attenuated or even pastel shades; she eschews 
only their cloying half-sisters. Having given 
the matter some little attention, she has 
arrived at the intelligent: conclusion that the 
secret of the successful light shades lies in 
either depth or attenuation. In the off-whites, 
it is attenuation taken to the highest degree 
that gives the quality, and other smart and 
wearable pastel colours are those that, far 
from being a watering down of colour, are 
based on shades essentially rich, yet washed 
over, as if a mellow light had played upon 
and faded them, sc that infinite depths seen 
through a glass are suggested. 

Viola’s evening wardrobe consists, in fact, 
of only off-white dresses just now—of satin, 
taffeta, and faille and, with these, she discards 
the pearls that adorn all her daytime cos- 
tumes andadopts diamond chains and riviéres. 
She has had one single cuff bracelet made 
for her by Mauboussin, a thing of beautiful 
and intricate design, a loose openwork pat- 
terning of diamonds, which entirely covers the 
forearm. This is shown in the sketches of her 
evening costumes on these two pages. Viola 
does not approve of white handkerchiefs for 
evening, and, from Marie Alphonsine, she has 
acquired those in pale pink (with which she 
sometimes wears a handkerchief scarf in pale 
pink to match), in café-au-lait, and, again, 
of black chiffon edged on two sides only by 
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MAX

a triumph of modern femininity that contrives 
to carry on the lines of the face into a helmet 
of new planes and contours, yet keeps the small 
silhouette and ends in curls as wist fully rumpled 
as those that cluster around even the very young- 
est necks. Viola, who has most suitably chris- 
tened this coiffure the Neo-Parisian, keeps it in 
reserve as one of Antoine’s many coiffures that 
suit her various occasions, for she protests 
against unimaginative uniformity and will not 
suffer it on or about her own person. 


BLACK AND WHITE—AND WHY? 


For the daytime, her wardrobe is in black. 
White for evening, black for day—and why? 
Because Viola remarks that the present mode. 
which offers so much more variety than ever 
before, might easily run away with discretion 
altogether, unless that function is sternly exer- 
cised in at least one direction. Thus, to enjoy the 
full advantages of this new mode, with its full 
skirts, its trailing skirts, its new accents and 
irregular lines, she invokes the restraint that is 
expressed in the uniform colour schemes of her 
ensembles. 

Madame Leroy of the House of Max has 
made for her a short three-quarters-length coat 
of breitschwantz, and, though this is an almost 
muffless season, Vivla Paris carries an enormous 
muff of breitschwantz, which indicates what 
imagination when disciplined by taste will do. 
(This costume is shown in the upper sketch 
on this page). Nor does this chic lady rest 
content with this one note of personal fantasy. 
Madame Agnés, whose eager talent and foresight 
into coming chic make her at once Viola’s most 
willing and most valued ally, has furnished her 
with a tall breitschwantz cap of almost Assyrian 
cut (the past expressed in terms of the future), 
which frames her face with a band of beige 
breitschwantz. This combination of black and 
beige is one of Viola’s most felicitous colour 
schemes; the exact tone of the beige fur in her 
hat is introduced again in her gloves, and yet 
again in her stockings. 

Another ensemble includes a_ long breit- 
schwantz coat of circular cut with a shawl collar, 
from Paquin, and, with this, Viola wears a dull 
felt hat with a jewelled pin in which glow several 
large pearls; for pearls and pearls and again 
pearls are Viola’s daytime preference. With 
this costume, a brown-black fur goes round 
her neck, her bag is of brown-black suéde, and 
her pumps are of black suéde, and, from this 
dusky background, the last word that can be 
said on the skilled treatment of black, gleam 
the white accents of her eyes, her teeth, and 
her pearls. 


TRIUMPHS ATOP THE MODE 


Marie Alphonsine, whose positive pleasure 1 
is to create for Viola, has made for her the 
toque that is shown at the lower right on page

HE fashionable world is again settled

Sra New” York. 
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ERTRUDE KINGSTON is an 

artist of versatility. While she 

is playing in London in “The 
High Road,” Frederick Lonsdale’s bril- 
liantly successful comedy, an exhibition 
of her decorative art is being held in 
New York at the Ehrich Galleries. 

Miss Kingston abandoned her art 
studies when she was very young, in 
favour of the stage, and she made her 
first London appearance with Sir Beer- 
bohm Tree in “Partners.” Later, she be- 
came the proprietor of the “Little 
Theatre” in London, and it is to her 
vision and initiative that the London 
Little Theatre of to-day owes much of 
its development. She has also appeared 
in New York, in “Great Catherine” and 
“Captain Brassbound’s Conversion.” 

Some years ago, however, Miss Kings- 
ton again took up brush and pencil with 
the very delightful results that are now 
to be seen in her New York exhibition. 
These decorative objects are treated 
with a medium that is something in the 
nature of Vernis Martin, that brilliant, 
translucent lacquer, but without the 
conventions of the gold background or 
the vignetted subjects. While the depth 
and tone of antiques are sought, the 
decorations range among many different 
styles and periods. 

In the exhibition of the artist’s works 
are included table tops, fire-screens, 
trays, ink-wells, and decorative boxes, 
and no single piece is a duplicate of an- 
other. Italian landscapes with their 
classic temples, old English country 
houses with their verdant parks, Vene- 
tian ridotto with loggias and masquer- 
aders, and baroque interiors with hooped 
and powdered ladies and elegant gentle- 
men are all treated with this highly 
polished surface. One characteristic of 
this artist is that, when tortoise-shell or 
marble are represented by her brush, 
they are always rococo, purely deco- 
rative—fantastic versions of what the 
stone or shell might be, rather than 
realistic reproductions. At the first exhibi- 
tion of Miss Kingston’s work in London, 
Her Majesty Queen Mary purchased sev- 
eral pieces and has subsequently bought 
other examples as gifts for her friends. 
The New York exhibition, at which the 
articles may be purchased, will remain 
at the Ehrich Galleries during the 
Christmas season.

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ATE autumn is a happy time to be in London. The tiresome ‘‘end of 
the summer” obligations—to wardrobes, doctors, and dentists—are 
accomplished, and one is ready to face a new season. This year, a pil-

But the long hair of to-day isa very different 
matter from the long hair of ten years ago. In 
the first place, of course, the Lady Godivas 
and the Seven Sutherland Sisters have 
vanished. Long hair is only comparatively 
long, and no well-dressed head is bushy. That 
once-admired feature, “hair that one could 
sit on,” is a thing of the past, like a bustle. 
If one had it, one’s head would be top-heavy, 
one couldn’t find a hat to fit over it, and one’s 
coiffure would be completely out of date. 

The new tendency to let the hair grow stops 
short at the shoulders, or even sooner. And it 
is limited to certain groups, up to the present 
time. It is most in evidence among young 
girls, and this is very understandable, since, to 
them, long hair is a decided novelty. The 
average young girl has had her hair bobbed 
from the cradle, and now long hair to her is 
as much of an event as was a long skirt in the 
days when such things existed. With her, this 
is undoubtedly a fad, rather than a significant

trend of the mode, but it is increasingly in 
evidence among débutantes and others not 
much older. 

There are, also, various older women who 
are letting their hair grow—not, as in the 
case of the débutante, for greater sophistica- 
tion, but for greater dignity and distinction. 
There are a few, also, though they are very 
few, who are between these two ages and who 
have returned to long hair because they have 
never really felt that a bob was truly becom- 
ing. And, lastly, and most significant, there 
are those who have adopted long hair because 
it is a new thing to do. 


THE SMART HEAD 


If one belongs in any of these classes, there 
are still certain rules to be followed. Hair, 
long or short, must be beautifully cared for 
in order to be smart. A shapeless mass of 
hair, no matter how lovely its colour or tex- 
ture, can not be chic. All smart coiffures to- 
day show the line of the head and give an 
effect of having every hair in place. At the 
most, the effect may be one of careful care- 
lessness. In the coiffure, as in the costume, 
sophisticated simplicity is essential. 

The majority of smart women who are 


wearing their hair long have not 

allowed it to grow out all over 

the head. In many cases, the 

hair is kept short at the sides, 

with just enough long hair at the 

back to form a small chignon. 
Another distinctive coiffure has the hair cu! 
short in front of the ears and only a little 
‘onger at the back, where the ends are curled 
up. Two examples of this are shown on these 
pages—one in the photograph on this page 
and in the one on page 56—, and it is inter- 
esting to see how very different these two 
coiffures are, although the same general style 
of hair-dressing has been followed. This ar- 
rangement has the additional advantage of 
bridging that difficult intermediate stage be- 
tween long hair and short, once so universally 
painful. For the hair may be brushed back 
and curled up in this fashion when it first 
begins to seem a little long, and a really smart 
effect may be obtained while it is growing 
longer. The ends must be curled every morn- 
ing, but this soon becomes a simple matter. 
For naturally curly hair, such a coiffure 1s 
ideal. 

Another new coiffure, adopted by a verv 
smart woman, has the hair cut short all 
around, except at one side, at the back. The 
one long lock that remains is swirled across 
the back of the head, achieving a very flat 
effect and outlining the head beautifully.

Other women have adopted the plan of 
keeping the hair short at the back and letting 
it grow out on both sides. The long locks are 
folded across the back of the head or twisted 
into a small chignon. 

Even on bobbed heads, this tendency 
towards increasing length is in evidence— 
not, of course, in longer bobs, but in some 
variation of cut that demands a long lock, per- 
haps, or a crest of curls, or some other novel 
feature. This is particularly true in Paris, 
where many chic women are adopting in- 
dividual coiffures.

is to keep the hair cut short and wear it so by 
day, since a bob is so easily cared for, trans- 
forming the coiffure at night by means of a 
bit of magic discovered by Charles Bock, an 
excellent New York hair-dresser. He has made 
a soft piece of hair, amazingly light in weight, 
that can be attached mysteriously to even 
the shortest shingle. This is illustrated in the 
photograph at the top of page 55, but, though 
the photograph shows its chic and charm, it 
can not show the almost unbelievable firm- 
ness with which this piece holds its place, 
no matter how few and short the hairs to 
which it is attached. It is an actual fact that

it is impossible to pull it off without 
unfastening the attachment that 
holds it, which gives a feeling of 
security that we once thought out 
of the question if one attempted to 
wear such a piece with a bob. 

The coiffure illustrated is one of the several 
made by this hair-dresser, all of which are 
very charming for evening wear or during 
that difficult period when the hair is grow- 
ing out. These soft pieces will hide the 
untidy, feathery effect at the back of the 
neck that is an inevitable stage between 
short hair and long. One is a soft knot, one a 
simple roll, and all keep the shape of the 
head as small and as smart as the one shown 
in the photograph. 

Another smart hair-dresser, Dumas, has 
some excellent suggestions for the same trying 
interval. One, with the added attraction 0 
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being very unusual, is in the form of 


even the shortest shingle. This lit- 
tle braid, which is finished at 
both ends with a small cluster of 
soft curls, is attached to the hair 
at one side by means of a tiny metal 
barette. The barette is actually fastened to 
only four or five of the hairs of the head, and 
it never loosens until it is unclasped. The 
braid is then fitted softly about the nape of 
the neck and held at the other side by a very 
small tortoise-shell comb. The curls may be 
left in ringlets at both sides, or they may be 
smoothed out in soft locks. Another way to 
make use of this braid is to eliminate the curls 
and to brush one’s own hair over the ends, 
Siving a very close, but, at the same time, 
softened contour. The width of the braid is 
varied according to the space between the 








The hair is shoulder length in this simple, charming coiffure, 
worn by Murrel Finley, a length that is long enough to hold 
pins.

nape of the neck and the first ends of the cut 
hair, so that the back presents a smooth curve, 
no matter how short the original bob has been. 
This hair-dresser believes that the barette, or 
some similar device, is absolutely essential if 
one desires to wear a separate piece of hair. 
No wise woman, he says, will ever trust to 
hairpins alone to hold such a piece in place. 

Another coiffure that Dumas suggests re- 
quires that only one side of the hair, the “part” 
side, be grown long. This side, however, must 
be of sufficient length so that it may be 
swirled around the back of the head, to the 
other side. The back is cut very short, and the 


oe 


side that has not grown long is 
brushed to the back. Then the long 
side is swirled across the back and 
over the other side, where it may 
end in a group of soft curls or be 
tucked under to create a very 
clear-cut and distinctive coiffure. 

Monsieur Dumas makes one condition for 
every successful coiffure of the present-day 
mode, be it long or semi-long. It must, he says, 
keep the line from the chin to the back of the 
neck entirely unhampered, and it should always 
give the effect of being dressed and arranged, not 
merely of having been allowed to grow long. 

When all is said and done, the true success 
of long hair, in the mode of the moment, lies 
in keeping it as much like short hair as pos- 
sible. For nothing else is so youthful, so 
thoroughly in keeping with our modern lives, 
or so well in proportion to our modern clothes.

7 is a fashion to-day to follow an archeo- 
logical trend in our surroundings, and it is 
sometimes a fashion that brings lamentable 
results. For, when really fine pieces of old 
furniture and genuine old pictures are not 
available, a poor reproduction of something 
old is frequently preferred to some frankly 
modern thing that is beautifully and appro- 
priately designed for its use. Of course, in 
a large and important house of a definite 
period style, the period must be carried out, 
within the bounds of logic, in its interior; 
but, even then, the style should always be re- 
lated in use and in comfort to the people: who 
inhabit the house and to the life they live. 
When this relationship is lost sight of, as it 
often is in the concentration on period feel- 
ing, the result is merely a stage-setting, re- 
calling Henri Laveden’s words, ‘““Never rooms 
one can live and die in, but only walk through 
and play a part.” 


A HOUSE OF HAPPY COMBINATIONS 


When lovely things that are old and lovely 
things that are very new are thoughtfully 
combined in the furnishings of a house, the 
result is usually a charming and very livable 
interior that has a distinct individuality. And 
that is the effect that has been created in 
our Southampton cottage, where the old has 
been mingled with the very new throughout 
i a manner that deserves the description, “a 
house of happy combinations.” 

This house was an old and quite usual sea- 
shore cottage when we purchased it, but it 
had the advantage of being located directly 
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atop a dune, with part of the Atlantic Ocean 
rolling below it not fifty yards away. When 
I was planning the furnishings for the house, 
I spent some time in Southern France buying 
old Provengal furniture, a type that I have 
always coveted. This furniture is made by 
and for the French peasants, and it is simple 
and strong, ample in size, and without any 
delicate veneer to crack. If one searches dili- 
gently, one may be fortunate enough to find, 
as I did, pieces made of light walnut and 
fruit woods in that rich amber colour that 
can not be copied. I also concentrated on 
things in the modern manner, pieces of the 
type that I had seen in-the last Paris ex- 
position and have wanted ever since. There 
is a wide variety of beautiful furniture, glass- 
ware, and textiles being made to-day, and 
these things offer many fascinations to any 
one who feels the charm of the new, as well 
as of the old. 

The entrance-hall in our Southampton 
house is covered with a wall-paper made from 
a design by Raoul Dufy, a gay design of rock- 
ing palms, slim negro girls, and sailors—a 
paper that was exactly what I wanted to 
camouflage the inequalities of the old plaster 
walls. By having the wainscot painted in the 
deep mustard-yellow of the background of 
the paper, using plain yellow curtains in the 
same shade, and putting the simple, dark, an-

tique Provencal armoire and garde-manger 
against it, I succeeded in keeping the paper 
in its place. It is not too startling, and it has 
just the right feeling of restlessness that one 
should sense in a hall that is only the thresh- 
old of better things. On the floor of the hall, 
there are some unusual and very interesting 
Moroccan rugs. I was fortunate enough to 
find about ten of these, almost all different 
in design. They are woven in huts by native 
women who follow no set design, and they are 
soft and tawny, simple and strong. They are 
perfect rugs for a house by the seashore, as 
they are soft and woolly under bare feet when 
one comes in from bathing. 


PROVENCAL AND OLD NEW YORK 


The living-room walls are painted in a soft 
greyish-green tone, and this room has a white 
marble mantel that came from my great- 
grandfather’s house (the old Henry Brevoort 
mansion on lower Fifth Avenue). The Direc- 
toire overmantel seems to fit this mantel as 
though it had been especially designed for 
that place alone. A small bronze figure by 
Jo Davidson on the mantel reflects its charm- 
ing length in the mirror behind and is upheld 
on each side by two old tea-caddies that 
have come all the way from the China of the 
clipper ships. 

The furniture in the living-room is nearly - 
all Provencal, and there are a great many 
poufs, as the Moroccans call the great 
leather floor cushions that they make, which 
the young people seem to find particularly 
useful to pull about and sit on anywhere. The 
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The cool restraint of the dining-room 
with its colour scheme of oyster-white 
and notes of black and silver suggests c 
pen-and-ink drawing.

large upholstered French wing-chairs are 
copies of the most comfortable chairs that 
I know—low and deep, with arms and 
back protected from draughts. These chairs 
are covered in the same plain yellow as the 
curtains, and the carpet on the floor is in 
plain yellow, with the gay Arab rugs over 
it. Two of the lamps are great yellow pottery 
jugs, the pottery of Apt that is made to carry 
vinegar in the jugs slung on the backs of 
donkeys. This is a pottery no longer in ex- 
istence, and examples are becoming very 
scarce and very much to be desired. 


COMFORT AND SUNSHINE AND GAIETY 


A Directoire table in front of the large 
window has a marble top that is particularly 
practical in that it does not bear permanent 
witness of glasses or cigarettes too thought- 
lessly set down. The pictures in this room are 
three lovely landscapes by Ernest Lawson, 
a marine by Paul Dougherty, a Twachtman, 
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and two water-colours by John Marin. As the 
only days one spends indoors in Southampton 
are foggy and wet, I have tried to make the 
colour scheme as gay and cheerful as possible. 
Throughout the house, I have held strictly to 
useful and comfortable things, and there is 
nothing anywhere that is not directly related 
to the life we lead. 

The dining-room is entirely modern. Its 
inspiration was primarily French, but its fur- 
nishings have been assembled with a certain 
American restraint. The décor of this room

was designed around the octagonal mirror 
table that I saw and fell in love with in the 
delightful house of the French artist, Bernard 
Boutet de Monvel, in Paris. Monsieur de 
Monvel was kind enough to have a copy of it 
made for me, and I asked if I might have 
the side chairs copied, too. I wanted arm- 
chairs, also, and consoles for serving tables, 
and we decided that the latter should be 
placed against mirror panels to balance the 
room, which, fortunately, was of a fair size. 


BLACK AND WHITE IN THE MODERN MANNER 


The dining-room is painted in an oystet- 
white, exactly the shade of the rough silk cur- 
tains, which are made with a pin line of black 
outlining their geometrical design. At the 
other end of the room is a black marble 
mantel, another piece that is early New York 
in period. With its simple lines and beautl-

LMOST everything that can’t be done is being done. The 
Red Queen in Through the Looking Glass, who recom- 
mended the pleasant practice of believing six impossible 

things before breakfast, would have to multiply her count unend- 
ingly; for no sooner had Alice and we believed the first half- 
dozen impossibilities—and found them true—than six more 
would be clamouring for credence. Once upon a time, we could 
not have imagined illuminating tame domesticity by means of 
stored lightning. We did not use to think of stepping serenely 
from the ground to the top of a thirty-storey tower in two steps— 
one in and one out of an enchanted chamber. It had not occurred 
to us that man could report the goings-on of fish and flowers 
under the ocean in an opalescent fairy-land and not suffer a 
permanent sea-change himself. We never should have considered 
the ownership of a family fire-carriage (to scour the earth at a 
mile a minute) as an ordinary man’s privilege. And, yet, all this 
is as common as colds in winter; so usual that we have to find 
slightly fantastic modes of expression to impress ourselves with 
the real drama of these every-day happenings. 


OSITIVELY, it doesn’t seem as if we could impress our- 

selves, no matter what expressions we use! Nothing surprises 
us. Dragons, for instance, have been brought from their last 
lurking places and have faded out among us without exciting 
more than passing comment. The sea-serpent’s convolutions, 
appearing like a succession of Chinese bridges against the horizon 
on a fine day, would hardly draw more than an irritated, “Well, 
didn’t I tell you so?”, from any self-respecting ship’s captain. 
Weak women turn into mermaids, in all but the tail, and swim 
tempestuous water in ways we notice only with an upraised eye- 
brow at the breakfast table. Strong men disappear into the clouds, 
and we merely wonder why they choose such and such a time to 
start. Nothing in the Arabian Night's Tales, with Edgar Allan 
Poe’s Thousand-and-Second Night added, approaches the 
wonders that are no wonders to us. 


ET, really, air-travelling is a desperately thrilling business, 

and, while we do not hold with it for omnibus work or high 
sea ferryings with constant unexpected stops, we were all agog 
when young Lindbergh soared away into the blue without any 
fuss and landed just where he expected to land in our sister 
republic. That did sweep us off our blasé feet and nearly swept 
him off his steady ones. What we want to see now is a certain jolly 
old man making good in aviator activities, a cheerful, red-faced 
person with a fine forward development and a generous disposi- 
tion. He is accredited with knowledge of the best sky routes and 
of being quite indifferent to the weather, Let him show these 
young fellows what he can do, scornful of circus stunts, but 
more than willing to take the right risks of his trade when the 
season comes round for it. 


ND, to use the untutored language of the kitchen when any 
delayed article of food arrives, “it is came.” Here’s the 
Holiday of the year approaching and no excuse for Santa Claus 
if he isn’t up and at his work! ‘Engine trouble” isn’t going to 
serve him if he is late. His chariot is celestially inspected, and 
nothing but the best oil supplied. In old times, his reindeer were 
never lame, no matter how rough the roofs; never foundered, no 
matter how long they might have stood champing by narrow 
chimneys; so, to-day, when he is driving something swifter than 
reindeer and sounder than most ancient sleighs, he is to be held 
to a strict accountability (words whose interpretation is, we 
believe, unquestioned) if he is not where he is expected to be 
and on time, too. 


E have a particular suggestion to make to him this year. 

He has always been represented as the children’s saint. In 
most pictures, his circular old face and front are to be seen in 
the centre of a family group where smiling parents have done 
full justice to the census list. Sometimes, grandparents are pres- 
ent, but the high light of the composition halos round toys and 
prancing youngsters. Perfectly proper, no doubt, and one wouldn’t 
have it changed in any great degree. Yet, there’s such a lot done 
for children! From earliest infancy in this age of the world, 
the little scamps are urged towards a self-expression, which Fate 
has great trouble in knocking out of them, and are given more 
of everything, including liberty, than is good for their egos. We 
wouldn’t cut them down entirely in toys and games, and not one 
jot in happiness, but we’re all for spoiling adults at the moment. 
Let the grown-ups begin to demand self-expression; let them 
have pleasures spread before them; let their stockings be filled 
with jewels and the best cigars money can buy, with spangled 
dresses and the latest thing in gentlemen’s evening coats, or, since 
these won’t go into stockings, let the wardrobe doors suddenly 
burst open and display ravishing new attire; the latest thing in 
everything, in fact; “last moment modes” of the most splendid 
description, for men, as well as women. 


HO could come so directly from London and Paris as 

Santa Claus, and why shouldn't he bring the fashions? 
Is there one of us who would not welcome a brand-new costume 
with all its accessories? Both sexes, and all ages from fifteen 
to a hundred and five, might be fitted out with whatever particu- 
lar kind of clothes they have most longed for. Nothing gives 
one more confidence than good clothes. Like the little girl who 
only said her prayers at night because she could “take care of her- 
self by day” is the woman who can look any one in the face if 
only her back is well fitted. “Dress us all well and watch the 
results,” we might say in our Christmas letter, “‘and if you can't 
afford it, dear Santa, bring us Vogue.” 
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ERHATPS it is a prank of the gods who, 
Press of the seriousness of their pup- 

pets, have playfully made them more 
than usually ridiculous; it may be merely one 
of those inadvertent ironies that salt, and 
sometimes pepper, life and living; possibly, 
the laws of balance and averages are in- 
volved. Whatever the cause, it should serve 
as a salutary medicine for the ailing Ameri- 
can sense of humour that, in a fortnight when 
all the front pages of the land recorded the 
frantic crusade in our second largest city to 
expel England and all that is favourable to 
England from the shores of Lake Michigan, 
the only two plays with any true quality and 
any chance for popularity out of a score that 
were produced in New York during that time 
were written by Englishmen and performed 
in their principal réles by Englishmen. The 
crusaders may, of course, instead of argu- 
ment, use the old quip about New York being 
a foreign city, at most not more than one- 
half of one per cent. American. Or they may 
point out that the two dramas are sponsored 
by Americans and that their distinction comes 
largely from direction, and, thus, that things 
English lie fallow, mere ruts until the hand 
of America spreads seeds in them. They may 
be right. But both “Interference” and 
“Escape” were originally produced in London 
by Britishers and are still running there most 
prosperously. 

Galsworthy announces “Escape” as his last 
nlay. He may actually mean last by last, or 
he may be using the word as farewell is used 
in “farewell tour.” The piece contains no 
evidence of diminishing talent; it is as firm, 
as polished, as provocative as any of his 
dramas.

as some ot his earlier ones, but more logical, 
more measured, clinging more unwaveringly 
to the theme than most—possibly because it 
is a picaresque, not a plot play. 


**ESCAPE”’ 


ATT DENANT, Oxford graduate and 

a captain in the War, knocks a plain- 
clothes man down in Hyde Park in defence 
of a girl. In falling, the man’s head strikes a 
rail and he dies. Denant is indicted for man- 
slaughter and sent to prison at Dartmoor for 
several years. In the second of the ten epi- 
sodes into which the play is divided, he evades 
the guards and escapes. The other episodes, 
except one, picture his contact with civilians 
of the countryside and their reactions to him 
when they discover his identity. 

He spends the night in an inn under the 
bed of a lady whose husband happens to be 
absent. When her first terror has passed, the 
fugitive’s charm, youth, and manners draw 
her to his aid. She equips him and makes 
sure that the way is clear for him. By the 
river, he encounters an old man, a retired 
judge, who also does what he can for him. 
He next meets four middle-class picnickers, 
filches food from them, and appropriates their 
car. A little further on, he stops a young man 
and his wife to ask the way; she, too, suc- 
cumbs to his charm, his frankness, and his 
distress. He next runs into the lower classes

he were to encounter a youth of his ow 
class and age. But the object of the drama 
being to show that, to most of us, the law 
means little beside the personal and, 4 
Denant says, that one can not escape from 
one’s own conscience, Galsworthy has a 
complished his purpose. The play is dignified, 
adult, deeply interesting. 

It is magnificently directed by Winthrop 
Ames. Taste, technique, and a nice sense 0 
emphasis and selection give it all that direc 
tion can give. And Leslie Howard’s perform 
ance as Denant is of the kind that makes 
theatrical history.

Tattersall, Welsh! Despite all 
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Harriet Hoctor, a diminutive and finished 
ballet dancer, is the latest addition to the 
Ziegfeld forces in “The Three Musketeers.”

decoration have a decided vogueto- 

day. Gallery and exhibition walls 
bloom with pictures of callas, poppies, 
zinnias, sunflowers, and tulips, the flow- 
ers most favoured by the modern artist. 
because they lend themselves more 
readily to ordered design than the tra- 
ditionally beautiful roses and peonies 
painted by the artists of the ‘nineties. 
The flower painter of to-day requires 
that his picture shall be something 
more than a realistic interpretation of 
Nature or a decorative pattern. It must 
have the same ingredients of form, col- 
our, and design that are the aesthetic 
requisites of figure compositions and 
landscapes. It is this point of view con- 
cerning a flower still life that makes it 
a good “buy” from the artistic, as well 
as the investment point of view. There 
is scarcely a painter to-day, whatever 
his artistic creed, but has come to feel 
that his interpretation of the flower 
motive expresses his personality as 
surely as does his more pretentious work. 


F LOWER motives in painting and 


A RECENT VOGUE 


The astute collector, however, has 
only recently commenced buying flower 
paintings to any great extent. His ap- 
preciation of their value as works oi 
art is in direct ratio with his acceptance 
and acquirement of modern art. When 
Matisse proved to the world that fruits 
and flowers, as well as women anc 
landscapes, could inspire riotous, sing: 
ing colour and patterns, when Van 
Gogh’s mad bursts of colour were foun¢ 
to occur irrespective of subject-matter. 
then the flower motive came into its 
own. Cézanne’s flower still lifes, ad 
mittedly painted from paper flowers 
because the real faded too quickly tor 
his laboured observations, are as GS 
tinguished for his peculiar quality 0 
design as are his portraits and land- 
scapes. Some of the prices now brought 
by flower paintings by the celebrated 
impressionists and moderns are - 
themselves proof that the flower still 
life may be regarded as a good invest 
ment. A Renoir flower-piece sells for 
from five thousand to eight thousa® 
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dollars, according to size and importance; a 
Matisse flower still life recently brought ten 
thousand dollars, and a Redon sells for 
from three to eight thousand dollars. 
The fact that the old masters almost never 
ainted flower pictures, except to embroider 
and adorn other themes, is probably the rea- 
son for the tardy introduction of the flower 
motive into the artist’s repertoire and its con- 
sequent absence from museums and private 
collections. Another explanation lies in the 
fact that formerly flower painting, even after 
it was recognized that certain nineteenth- 
century masters had painted flowers, was re- 
garded by collectors as a dilettante expres- 
sion and the special province of the young 
lady artist. There are many homes, to-day, 
with walls that are still adorned by those pale 
water-colour interpretations of roses in glass 
bowls or jonquils in blue ginger jars exe- 
cuted by the talented daughter of the house. 


FLOWER MOTIVES OF LONG AGO 


It must be admitted, however, that flower 
motives have occurred in the applied arts since 
the earliest days of artistic expression. Wit- 
ness the lotus-bud columns of Egypt, the 
Greek Corinthian columns inspired by the 
acanthus plant, the palm-leaf patterns of 
Persian carpets, and the roses and garlands of 
Renaissance and rococo brocades and tapes- 
tries. But pictures of flowers existing solely 
for themselves do not appear in the works of 
the great European masters of painting until 
the nineteenth century and are seen only in- 
frequently until the advent of Impressionism, 
with the exception of that small group of 
eighteenth-century Dutch still-life painters, 
notably Van Huysum and Van Spaendonck, 
who painted flowers with the same minute 
realism that characterizes an interior by 
Ter Borch or Vermeer. The Dutchmen had 
their French imitators among the decorators 
of Versailles, whose method was one of ele- 
gance and artificiality, rather than matter-of- 
fact realism. 

Delacroix was the first great master to turn 
his attention to flower painting, and, between 
his dramatic epics, he painted sensitive and 
exquisite flower compositions. That Courbet, 
robust realist that he was, could also be ten- 
der and sensitive is proved by those flower 
compositions that are now as highly con- 
sidered by the Courbet enthusiast as “A 
Funeral at Ornans.” Renoir, exuberant sensu- 
alist, put the same appreciation of colour and 
oxture into a bouquet of red and white

SHOPPING, for he OLDER WOMAN 


"Tee shops of New York 

perform miracles of service 

in all of their many branches, 

but nowhere is this service more 

apparent and more needed than in 

the departments that help to solve 

the clothes problems of the woman 

who is past the middle years. No 

longer does this woman have to 

choose between two equally bad 
alternatives—clothes that are too 

young for her and those atrocities of bygone 
days, unalluringly termed ‘“‘matron’s” models, 
with lines and colours that made her look far 
older than she really was. She no longer need 
be a tightly corseted, “well-preserved” ma- 
tron without any real chic in her appearance. 
In the shop departments that care for her 
requirements, this older woman can now find 
the newest, smartest models. When properly 
fitted to her figure, these clothes give her 
distinction and make her look as smart as her 
daughter, who may, in fact, be wearing much 
the same models. 


DIGNIFIED CHIC AT SMALL COST 


The woman who spends a great deal of 
money on her clothes has always found it less 
difficult to be well-dressed than has the woman 
with a limited budget. To-day, however, the 
older woman with a moderate income finds 
that the shops offer her every facility to be 
smart, well fitted, and distinguished. The 
clothes that have been chosen for illustration 
on these pages are all moderately priced. 
The dresses range from $39.50 to $89.50 and 
the hats from $16.50 to $22.50, while the 
coats are priced under $150. 

Several shops have type fashion bureaus 
that guide a customer directly to the depart- 
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ments where the clothes that suit her can be 
found. In these departments, which serve 
smart women of all ages, the older woman 
will find a variety of models that have been 
selected with her special requirements in 
mind. The fashion value of these models is 
no different from the fashion value of the 
other models in the department, but care has 
been taken to accentuate the necessary lines 
and colours that the woman over forty usu- 
ally needs to bring out the best in her appear- 
ance. The cleverest fitters that the store can 
find are chosen to work on these models. 

Happily, the mode of the present season is 
a particularly fortunate one for the older 
woman. Femininity and soft fulness have 
come into their own once more. The uncom- 
promising straightness and flatness of the 
masculine mode has had its day. The new neck- 
lines, skirt lengths, uneven hem-lines, and hip- 
lines give a silhouette that is well adapted to 
this older woman. But beneath these details, 
and of far greater importance, there must be 
a correct fundamental philosophy of fitting 
the figure that is no longer youthful. 

The chic woman who still has a slim figure 
at fifty has no great problem. She suits her 
clothes to her mode of life, knowing that 
certain clothes, however smart, are no more 
appropriate for her than are certain actions. 


But she, as well as her less 
fortunate sisters, must remember 
that softness of line, a principle 
that applies to gown, hair, and 
accessories, is an all-important 
factor in her dressing. 

The general tendency for the 
mature figure to widen, to become 
cushioned in spots where surplus 
weight is most unbecoming, is a 
problem that must be faced with 

unerring judgment. The first thing to avoid is 
the over-fitted look—tightness under the 
arms, across the bust, or a too tight sleeve. 
Incorrect corseting is often accountable for 
this effect. No woman can afford to economize 
on her corset if she has defects in her figure. 
An expert should always be consulted, and 
the result will be well worth the expense. 


DETAILS THAT SLENDERIZE 


Although correct corseting is the under- 
lying basis of her chic, the older woman must 
remember that an uncorseted appearance 
should be her aim. When this has been as 
closely approximated as possible, the present ~ 
mode should be considered, with its many 
ways of overcoming defects in the figure. The 
massing and the draping of material that are 
now so smart can be used to such advantage 
that the world at large will be in doubt as to 
which is material and which is not. The first 
rule of fitting the large figure is “loose fitting 
everywhere but at the hip-line.” The next 
aim is the achievement of a straight line from 
the shoulder to the hips, or to the hem, as 
the case may be. 

The models shown in the sketches on these 
two pages and the two pages following have 
been selected by Vogue to illustrate the 











advantages of certain points of the mode to 
the woman of mature years. The three day- 
time dresses shown on page 74 illustrate three 
clever ways of breaking up too great an 
expanse of surface. The two-piece beige twill 
dress at the left has a tailored collar that can 
lie flat on the shoulders or be raised slightly 
in the back. The deep V neck-line with a 
crossed vestee not only adds to the chic of 
the blouse, but also inclines to lengthen the 
lines. The tucked inserts are designed to 
carry the eye downward, and the belt of the 
fabric models the waist-line inconspicuously. 
The slim skirt with narrow pleats on each 
side of flat box pleats is appropriate to the 
dress and to the figure. 


THE VERTICAL LINE 


The black crépe dress shown in the middle 
of the same sketch shows a skilful handling 
of lines. In addition, it has one of the smart- 
est neck-lines of the season and the grace 
and dignity of drapery, as well. A blouse at 
the back of this frock tends to make the 
hips look slimmer, and the centre drapery in 
the front gives the effect of taking off width. 
The brown crépe and satin frock shown at 
the right in the sketch on page 74 has the 


same tendency to draw the eye up and 
down, rather than from side to side, because 
of the long lines of the inserted piece, and 
a slender effect results. 


EVENING MODES FOR THE OLDER WOMAN 


The same points that apply to the daytime 
mode hold true in the evening, in the case of 
older women of large proportions. The two 
gowns and the coat shown in the sketch at 
the top of page 75 have dignity and slenderiz- 
ing lines, but their chic makes them equally 
suitable for young women. Their colours— 
black and soft blue—are among the smartest 
of the season. Other appropriate and becoming 
shades used successfully by the Paris dress- 
makers are very soft blues with a silvery or 
violet tinge, delicate rose, and honey colour. 
These colours are preeminent in the mode 
and appropriate for women of all ages. White 
is another very smart colour, particularly in 
satin, but the older woman must think twice 
before using it, since it emphasizes faded 
colouring and is not always becoming. 

The gown shown at the left in the sketch 
has lines that are exceptionally becoming to 
a heavy figure. The bodice, cut all in one 
piece, is draped to give the surplice line that

Certain shops offer to cut the neck-line to 
suit the individual, if the sweater has an un- 
finished neck, and it is often wise to take 
advantage of this service. Many shops have 
sweaters of various types, including those 
with the surplice closing that is most be- 
coming to the stout figure. One of these is 
shown in the sketch at the top of page 76. 
It is part of a suit made of dark green wool 
in bouclé weave, and it is carefully fitted in 
the shoulders—a detail that is often missing 
in an otherwise smart sweater. 


A THREE-PIECE SUIT FOR SPORTS 


The three-piece suit shown at the left in 
the sketch on the opposite page is of cocoa- 
brown pebble-knitted wool with a sweater in 
a lighter shade, trimmed with the material of 
the coat and skirt. The coat has a long tuxedo 
collar—which is its special reason for being 
chosen as a model for the older woman. The 
unusual neck-line of the sweater is also good, 
however, and the suit is an extremely useful 
type, as well as a smart model. 

For colder days and for more general wear 
is the classic ensemble shown in the middle 
of the same sketch. Tweed with an indistinct 
checked design all in one colour is the chic 
fabric, and the straight, simple lines are well 
designed for any type of figure. An ensemble 
of this type may be worn in town or in the 
country.

EW sorts of decoration for a 

season as old as this in tradi- 
tional trappings seem to present prob- 
lems to the Christmas dinner-giver, 
but anybody who has the wherewithal 
for good cheer needs only a little im- 
agination to create a happily appro- 
priate setting. What really matters is 
the sentiment of the occasion. 

In the photograph of a Christmas 
table shown above, the effect is con- 
ventional, but charming. The small 
tinsel tree in the centre catches the 
same sparkle that is reflected in the 
outspread branches and_ dropping 
prisms of the beautiful old English 
crystal candelabra, and the holly 
wreathes, which encircle these at the 
necks and feet, bring that touch of 
brilliant green and red required in con- 
trast to the snowy sheen of a damask 
table-cloth and the blue edges of a fine 
set of plates. The hanging garland on 
the wall is also conventional, almost 
classic, but in a room of dignity and 
distinction, one does not choose to be 
tricky. The two bunches of mistletoe 
in the vase tops of the candelabra, 
plus the tinsel tree, are as far as 
the household has cared to go in 
decoration. 

Yet, combinations that can be made 
are unending. Those mirroring globes, 
which used to give us sweet little 
rounded pictures of our gardens, may 
now be had in many colours and, either 
hanging among loops of green from the 
ceiling or used among the real fruits 
and flowers to give height and bril- 
liance to some jar or pitcher on table 
or sideboard, would add the extra 
high lights that are always such ef- 
fective notes in decoration. The tinsel 
trees shown in the illustration are made 
in several sizes. They are quaintly 
shaped and very ornamental. 

Then, the use of those blown-glass 
fruits, light as feathers and coloured in 
the most delightfully unnatural hues, 
might be amusing on a table where 
real fruit could not be had in pictur- 
esque abundance. A great Venetian 
glass bowl—wide and flattish in shape, 
filled with blue and yellow grapes, lilac 
plums, pale yellow and flamy peaches, 
and green pears—would make an ex- 
cellent centre ornament, and the sea- 
sonable touch could be given by a 
laurel or holly wreath round the edge. 
With gold Venetian glass candlesticks, 
each wreathed in green, a charming 
table could be arranged.

Vogue would never encourage th 
use of artificial flowers or fruits at 
table when they could be mistaken for 
real ones, or even affect to represent 
them. As _ stage-setting, frankly fi. 
tastic in intention, the suggested small 
trees and glass, or stone, fruits are per- 
missible; just as china figures, minia- 
ture mirror lakes with architectunl 
surroundings, and such imaginative 
decorations have always been consid- 
ered permissible. Very elaborate décor 
de table have from time to time ben 
the extreme of the mode, but they never 
pretended to ape reality. Nowadays, 
perfect flowers are made, and fashion 
has gone so far as to combine many 
sprays of artificial ones with real ones 
in its drawing-room vases, but, on the 
dinner-table, real flowers should always 
be used for their fragrance. There issome- 
thing unpleasing about made-up flowes 
or wax fruit in connection with food. 

Oddly enough, the tiny bay-ttees 
and orange-trees that one sometimis 
finds on club and restaurant tables do 
not seem in bad taste, and we hare 
lately seen a square looking-glass pol 
set on a larger square of looking 
which would be a good base for tit 
green or tinsel Christmas trees mer 
tioned earlier, and could equally wel 
hold some little Japanese d 
tree afterward. Christmas in th 
small, modern kind of apartment 
where young people dine in their living 
rooms and the service is simplified 
the uttermost, might be the gaye 
this bright spot on the table.

HREE books stand up as a com- 

plete reading course for the 

1927-1928 term for any one who 
is at all depressed about American let- 
ters. Glenway Wescott’s “THE GRAND- 
MOTHERS,” Elizabeth Madox Roberts’s 
“My HEART AND MY FLESH,” and 
Ernest Hemingway’s book of short 
stories, “MEN WITHOUT WOMEN,” are, 
all three, important and highly readable 
books. If one wants a distinguished and 
exclusively American literary diet, these 
are prescribed. The most “important” 
of the three is probably “THE GRAND- 
MOTHERS” (Harper and Brothers), in 
which Mr. Wescott makes his most 
ambitious effort to date. It is a sort of 
saga of an American family, employing 
the unifying device of the retrospect or 
a descendant thumbing through the 
family album. Simply and skilfully, he 
builds up the family tree in a gallery 
of portraits that startle with their 
reality, both for themselves as human 
beings and for the American scene that 
they suggest. Mr. Wescott has realized 
in this book a landscape and an articu- 
lation of the rude, stiff-necked, cou- 
rageous American genius of the frontier 
days. The search for the Great Ameri- 
can Novel might as well be called off 
right now, and the bays presented to 
Mr. Wescott. 


ISS ROBERTS’S book, “my 

HEART AND MY FLESH” (Viking 
Press), discovers an aspect of the South 
that has been little represented in fic- 
tion—neither ye olde chivalrie, the poor 
whites, New Orleans decadence, nor 
negro life, but ordinary, middle-class, 
self-conscious society in a small South- 
ern town. The plot includes almost 
every variety of tragedy—unrequited 
love, suicide, death by burning, murder, 
jealousy, and miscegenation. None of 
it, however, seems forced or unneces- 
sary, but is, rather, amazingly con- 
vincing as a clear and true statement 
of a situation, of the people involved 
in it, and of the inevitabilities of its de- 
velopment. Miss Roberts’s style is at 
first a little difficult; one must accept 
her strange and involved rhythms, 
rhythms and a vocabulary subtly in- 
fluenced by the King James’s Bible, but, 
when one has understood the quiet, re- 
strained key of her story, one is amply 
rewarded. She must now be recognized 
as one of the few really significant 
American writers, regardless of age, 
sex, or circulation. 


N “MEN WITHOUT WOMEN” (Charles 

Scribner’s Sons), Ernest Hemingway 
has brought together some of the stories 
lately published in Scribner’s, The At- 
lantic Monthly, et al. “Fifty Grand” 
is the best, but they all have the closely 
built, rushing power of the finest writ- 
ten by Hemingway. It is practically 
impossible to stop before the end of a 
Hemingway story. He catapults one 
through with the efficient dispatch, de- 
void of waste motions, of a night-club 
bouncer. It is true that the importance 
of his work as literature has been some- 
what exaggerated of late, that he prom- 
ises more than he has as yet achieved, 
but, in the meanwhile, he is turning out 
books that rank high as entertainment.

The highest compliment 
one can pay Selma Lagerlof is that 
she makes of this incredible plot a 
fairly credible story—one does not dis- 
believe her characters and one would 
not disbelieve their antics, if they were 
just a little less perversely reasonable 
or unreasonable at the wrong times.

:;. is somewhat immoral to lump in a 
group review the following foreign 
novels, but space and the curious, though 
not articulated, premise of American 
reviewers (which I, being a very Amer- 
ican reviewer must subscribe to) that 
the literature of the Continent does not 
deserve so much attention as the litera- 
ture of America, because it does not 
redound to the prestige of the Stars and 
Stripes, dictates a compressed and sum- 
mary treatment. These books represent, 
however, achievements in more civilized, 
if not more vitai traditions than the 
American, and it may safely be pre- 
sumed that they are introduced to usnot 
because of the style or the atmospheric 
content, since they are in translation, but 
because of the story. “ON THE KING’S 
coucH,” by Octave Aubry (Boni and 
Liveright), a story of Casanova and the 
beautiful bourgeoise whom he makes 
Louis XV.’s mistress, is the perfect, 
civilized, light reading that attempts to 
leave with the reader no more than a 
glamour, a swift excitement, and a little 
emotion. Its society-reporter style gives 
a slight satirical effect and evidences a 
contempt for style that is really, in the 
end, very good style indeed. Of “UNCLE 
ANGHEL,” by Panait Istrati (Boni and 
Liveright), it is enough to say the dra- 
matis persone of one of the three 
violent and distempered tales in- 
cluded are “myself, Cosma, a specimen 
of erotic madness; Ely, a specimen of 
wisdom gone mad; Kyra, our sister, a 
specimen of coquetry gone mad; and 
finally our youngest brother, who was 
madness personified ; he hanged himself, 
because in all probability he didn’t know 
what else to do with his life.” Istrati 
makes barbarism palatable and vice un- 
remarkable by presenting the most in- 
credible events as though every one took 
them for granted. Klaus Mann, the 
young son of Thomas Mann, haswritten 
in “THE FIFTH CHILD” (Boni and Liver- 
ight) a very lovely and remarkable book 
full of humanity strained through an 
artistry that spreads over the book an 
almost ghostly chill. The contrasts be- 
tween the beautiful mother, the spirit of 
the dead father whose death mask hangs 
over her bed, and the children whom 
she can not understand are subtly and 
maturely suggested through the eyes of 
the children. Of this novel “THE CoUN- 
TERFEITERS” (Knopf), André Gide in- 
dulges in the conceit of calling it his 
first, which is his way of indicating that 
it represents his conception of the un- 
alloyed genre of the novel, that is, not 
philosophical, propagandistic, or stylis- 
tic, but pure objective story. Gide real- 
izes here a magnificent triumph, a book 
to rank with “The Magic Moun- 
tain,’ to be missed only by the blind 
and the illiterate, and to be a text- 
book for all future practitioners of 
the novel form.

it had been designed solely for its 
place in this very modern scheme.

who poisons the blackmailing woman 
and then confesses his crime, is 
straightforward, pathetic, picturesque. 
He manages to endow an unsubtle réle 
with finesse and an overtone; he com- 
pels you to pity, even while you are 
repelled by the shiftless, decoying fel- 
low. Arthur Wontner, who was so fine 
in “The Captive,” plays Doctor 
Marlay with suavity, sureness, and a 
most delicate feeling for values; he is 
what Basil Rathbone would be were 
he firmer, more adroit, and a very 
much better actor. Arthur Lewis and 
Charles Dalton are what they always 
are, accomplished troupers. 

Of the women, Kathlene Macdonell 
seems to me to do best what is re- 
quired of her. She and the director 
show a vulgar creature without resort- 
ing to vulgarity. Miss Macdonell man- 
ages to give the effect while avoiding 
the motions. Phoebe Foster is scarcely 
more than capable in a flat réle. 

“Interference” steers clear of the 
current vogue in melodrama for ex- 
treme violence; it is none the less excit- 
ing and satisfying for that reason— 
perhaps more so. 


“THE GOOD HOPE” 


VA LE GALLIENNE has opened 

the second season of the Civic 
Repertory Theatre with “The Good 
Hope,” by Hermann Heijermans, 
played here briefly many years ago by 
Ellen Terry. A tragedy of the sea, it 
has not dated, although it is not 
“modern.” A line is repeated many 
times, “The fish are dearly paid for.” 
Were the play of the current school, 
the word “poor” would precede “‘fish.” 
The main character of “The Good 
Hope” is a hard, impregnable woman, 
the mother of two sons. With her own 
hands, she pushes the terror-stricken, 
hysterical younger boy on to a leaky 
ship and out to the sea that already has 
swallowed her husband. Then, when 
the lad goes down with the ship, the 
author asks us to believe that she is 
broken, overcome by tenderness, love, 
and what-not for the unfortunate. If 
she had spoken one kind or understand- 
ing word before, her sorrow might be 
credible, but, as it is, it seems nothing 
more nor less than theatre. The author 
also paints the ship) owner in purely 
theatrical colours—conscienceless, cal- 
lous, ruthless, mercenary, a_ villain 
from top to toe. The play is touching 
in places, and some of the characters 
appear true, but the total effect is 
unreal. 

Miss Le Gallienne’s company is 
stronger than last year—the young men 
are much better than those who sup- 
ported her in her first season. She has 
retained the middle-aged Egon Brecher, 
who pounds his lines outrageously, 
who is handicapped by an accent, and 
who runs his words together like a 
telegram with no “stops.” But, by and 
large, it is an organization that is im- 
proving all the time, and the only 
experimental theatre in New York with 
a genuine enthusiasm and a definite 
future. 

The audiences that crowd the quaint, 
rambling, clumsy playhouse in Four- 
teenth Street are faithful and unusual. 
They look intelligent—eager, earnest, 
quick people who are too fastidious to 
go to the movies and who are unable 
to pay Broadway prices. It appears to 
be a public that found its entertain- 
ment entirely in books and conversa- 
tion until the Civic Repertory Theatre 
was launched, a large public and a 
responsive one. Each evening, it comes 
to the barn-like house of a cruder day 
and, by its presence, gives a warm 
sense of continuity, a feeling that the

roses that he did into his painting of 
blond flesh, and Manet’s elegant vir- 
tuosity was never seen to better advan- 
tage than when he painted the sumptu- 
ous whites of peonies and roses. 

Inasmuch as the purpose of these 
paragraphs is to advise the amateur 
collector as to what pictures will give 
satisfaction from the point of view of 
aesthetics and sound investment, it may 
be said that a flower still life ade- 
quately fills both requirements. Argu- 
ing from the decorative standpoint. 
flower motives are now, as at all times, 
among the most attractive and satisfy- 
ing of decorative accessories, whether 
they are found in textiles, wall-papers, 
or those coloured engravings of floral 
subjects now so much in vogue. These 
engravings, most frequently taken from 
old botanical manuals, are extremely 
attractive, but are valueless as works 
of art. They can never arouse the col- 
lector’s thrill or induce the deep satis- 
faction of money well invested. Far 
better then, if flower motives are de- 
sired, to buy a flower still life by a 
coming painter. Such a picture, while 
serving its purpose of furnishing a gay 
decorative note, remains at the same 
time a work of art existing for itself 
and having an aesthetic content that 
ensures the fact that it will increase in 
value. 

To make a survey of the outstanding 
flower painters of to-day is tantamount 
to listing the foremost painters, since it 
is not making too sweeping a gen- 
eralization to say that all express 
themselves in this medium. The selec- 
tion shown on these pages is, there- 
fore, in no way comprehensive, but is 
made with an eye to showing certain 
distinct tendencies in flower painting 
to-day, as exemplified by the younger 
artists. Because the majority of these 
artists are young, and their repu- 
tations dependent more upon _ the 
critic’s acclaim than upon popular rec- 
ognition, their pictures are still ob- 
tainable at figures within the reach of 
the amateur collector of modest means. 
These painters are Nan Watson, An- 
drew Dasburg, Leon Hartl, and Charles 
Sheeler. Robert Laurent is the repre- 
sentative of plastic flower forms, and 
Ladislas Medgyés an outstanding ex- 
ponent of the flower motive used as an

talents brought to light by the Whitney 
Studio Club, which has to its credit 
the discovering and launching of many 
of the most promising artists of the 
younger generation. Through the ne- 
cessity of earning a livelihood, Hartl 
has until recently only been able to give 
a small part of his time to painting. 
His success, however, has been rapid, 
and his first exhibition, held at the 
Whitney Studio Club in 1926, was sold 
out, the buyers being artists and critics. 
He specializes in flower paintings and 
figure and landscape compositions. His 
work is saved from a certain sophisti- 
cated naiveté, because of a genuine 
lyrical feeling for his subject-matter. 
His flower compositions, conceded to 
be his most successful expression, are 
characterized by pure and intense col- 
our and an appreciation of the delicacy 
and fragility of the subject. His flat 
colour and ordered design make his 
work especially suited for mural dec- 
oration, and Mrs. Willard Force, of 
the Whitney Studio Club, well known 
as a collector and a connoisseur, has 
commissioned him to paint a garden 
room for the newly reconstructed club 
building. The panel reproduced at the 
bottom of page 68 measures three feet 
by two feet. The colour scheme is pale 
tan and rose. Hartl’s work varies in 
price according to size. Larger paint- 
ings sell for as high as five hundred 
dollars, small ones for two hundred. 

Flower forms frequently served as 
motives for objets d’art in bygone 
periods of decorative design, as in the 
exquisite porcelain bouquets made by 
the Sévres and Dresden porcelain manu- 
facturers and the jade and coral plants 
of China and Japan. A much later ex- 
pression of the flower motive appeared 
in the wax and shell flowers of the 
Victorian era, and now, with the re- 
vival of interest in the Decorative Arts, 
which has brought to the fore artist 
designers working in all mediums, 
comes a revival of the flower motive in 
the applied arts. Ladislas Medgyés, a 
young Hungarian painter and stage de- 
signer of international reputation, has 
made one of the most original con- 
tributions to the contemporary decora- 
tive arts movement in his flower and 
plant forms of blown glass. These deli- 
cate, transparent forms have had a re- 
cent vogue in Paris, where they were 


first shown as decorative accessories 
in the show-windows of the celebrated 
couturiers. He has already made his 
impress on the American consciousness 
by allowing Cheney Brothers, the sik 
manufacturers, to use his glass flowers 
as a basis for the designs used in their 
new spring silks and chiffons. “Crystal
